WEYLER’S NEW ORDER IS OUT.

W ashington, May 24.—A consular re 
port from Cuba tells of a new order ol 
concentration. 
The effect of it will be 
to add greatly to the horrors of the sit­ 
uation. 
The suffering will be increas­ 
ed, and the deaths will be more numer­ 
ous. 
The order, so 
far 
as 
the 
consul 
knows, applies to about oue-third OI 
the province of Santa Clara. This is a 
region of sugar estates. 
Under the original order of concen­ 
tration the agricultural population was 
obliged to form camps at the centrals, 
or grinding plants, of such estates as 
maintained a Spanish garrison. 
This permitted the 
farming popula­ 
tion to gather in bodies of from 500 
to 1,000. 
By this distribution in small 
bodies the reconcentrados were able to 
find some subsistence. 
The sm aller concentration has been 
attended with less hardship than the 
larger. 
The new order just made 
by 
tho 
Spanish authorities abolishes the con­ 
centration camps on the sugar estates. 
It directs that the only points of con­ 
centration in the district shall be the 
cities having municipal organizations. 
In this district there are but three “mu­ 
nicipals,” as they are called. 
To these 
three points the entire farming pupa* 
Union will now be driven.

W ashington, May 24.—Tuesday, te.

Carolina will render necessary an ad­ 
journment for a day. 
Senator Aldrich 
will call up the bill, move its consid­ 
eration and make a speech in its sup­ 
port. 
The 
Democratic 
amendment 
striking out the internal revenue fea­ 
tures of the bill will be introduced by 
Senator Vest. 
The motion may lead 
to immediate debate, and, in case ex­ 
ception is taken 
to it, 
the Missouri 
senator will be heard from. The silver 
Republicans and Populists will seek op 
portunity during the pendency of the 
bill to present some remarks of a polit­ 
ical nature, and some of them may be 
heard during the week. There will un­ 
doubtedly be strong opposition to some 
of the schedules on the part of Repub­ 
lican senators, and amendment will he 
firmly pressed. 
Some of these amend­ 
m ents will be offered to the chemical 
schedule, the first of the list, and they 
will probably be reached during the 
present week. 
In reply to a question Mr. Aldrich, 
who will have charge of the hill en 
behalf of the Republican side of the

Athens, May 24.—It is reported here, 
semi-officially, 
that 
Edhem 
Pas na, 
commander of the Turkish 
army 
in 
Thessaly', has informed the Greek of­ 
ficers, who, in conjunction 
with 
the 
Turkish officers, are arranging the neu­ 
tral zone, that he is empowered to ne­ 
gotiate the terms of peace with Greece 
direct. 
He is now pressing for the ap­ 
pointment of a Greek plenipotentiary 
to conduct the settlem ent of terms. 
Gen. Smolenski has sent telegram s to 
the Athenian newspapers denying that 
he ordered a retreat, except in pur­ 
suance to the commands of the Crown 
Prince Constantine, and 
adding:

earnestly beg you not to publish inac­ 
curate statem ents calculated to create 
dissensions in the army.” 
' He also denies that any guns fell 
into the hands of the enemy during the 
retreats from Reveni and Velaino.

The statistical features of the report 
follow: 
“The receipts last year were $160,856 
and the expenditures $182,204. 
W hile 
the permanent fund 
is 
now 
large, 
am ounting to $1,551,783, it was still the 
judgm ent of the board that it should 
be very largely increased. 
Since the 
centennial fund was raised in 1888 the 
collections from 
the 
churches 
and 
Sabbath schools had 
been 
gradually 
falling off. 
In 1887-88 they raised $98,- 
922, and in 1896-97 only $74,091, a de­ 
crease of $24,831 in nine years. 
The 
showing was all the worse, since in 
1888 there reported but 722,671 com ­ 
m unicants, and in 1896 
there 
were 
943,716. 
W hile the church was more 
than one-fourth larger than nine years 
ago, the collections were more than 
one-fourth less. 
And what made the 
showing appear still worse was that 
in 1888 but 564 fam ilies were under 
the care of the board, and last year 
they had 835. 
The average gifts of 
com m unicants had fallen from 13 cents 
to about 71 'j cents each. 
The entire 
cash receipts from all sources, includ­ 
ing interest, were $197,995, a little less 
than 4 per cent of the sum being used 
for the expenses 
c f 
adm inistration. 
The board was compelled to report an 
indebtedness of $29,911 due to the per­ 
m anent fund.*”
